hereby amended by substituting in lieu thereof the 
following, which shall stand as said Chapter : 

CHAPT£B XII. 

BBLATIVB TO PUBLIO MARKETS. 

SaOTiON 1. All public mariiets in the City of Detroit 
■hall be held in such places as the Common Co|incil 
shall from time to time designate and Ueense, and in no 
other. 

8bo. 2. The Mayor shall, from time to time, issue 
licenses to so many and such persons as the Common 
Council may direct, to sell fresn meat in such places, 
within the limits of the City, as may be designated in 
•ueh license, but not elsewhere. 

8bc. 8. All licenses so issued shall expire and cease 
on the first Houday of April after the granting thereof, 
unless sooner revoked by the Common Council, and 
ahali be renewed by the Mayor, under the direction of 
the Common Council, on application. 

Sbo. 4. For .each license issued as aforesaid, the sum 
of fifty dollars shall be paid or secured on the granting 
of the same, and a hke sum for the renewal of the 



8x0 0. All shops, cellars, stalls, and other places, 
within the limits ot the City, where fresh meat and fish 
are sold, shall be under the supervision of the Clerk of 
the Oity Hall market, and subject to all the regulations 
which are established by law, for the cleanliness and 
good government of the public markets. 

fiJio. 6. No person shall use or occupy, or cause to be 
used or occupied, any stall or stalls in the public mark- 
•t house belonging to the Corporation, unless he shall 
h«ve paid for, or secured the payment for the same, as 
hereinafter provided, and when so paid or the payment 
.thereof seeured, such person shall keep such stall or 
•tails weU supplied with good an4 wholesome meat, to 
be sold therein- 

8bo. 7. The Common Council shall, from year to 
jMur. determine the minimum rents of all stalls in the 
pablio murketi belonging to the Corporation, and it 
shall be the duty^of uie City Marshal to offer for rent 
mt public auction, to the highest bidder, all such stall* 
at such time and place as the Coipmon Council shall

8bc. 12. If any person who may have rented a xtxll 
from the Corporation, as aforesaid, sh<Ul, withia the 
ordinary hours of business, make application to the 
Clerk of the City Hall market for the privilege of sell* 
ing meat after the time the market house is required to 
be closed, and can satisfy the Ckrk that it is for the 
sole purpose of suppljring some boat or vess'tl alM>ut to 
sail from said City, or travel ■*r about to leave the city im 
the cars, but in no other, the Clerk may grant suchpci- 
vHege. 

8x0. 13. All provisions opened or exposed for sale ift 
said markets shall be bound and wholesome, and of pure 
and good quality, and if otherwise shall ^e seised, and 
the sellers or manufactureri* thereof, and each and eve- 
ry person engaged in such manufacture, shall be liable^ 
for each offence, to a penalty' not exceeding one hundretl 
dollars; and all weights and measures used in sai4t- 
markets shall be in conformity with the standard 
weights and measures regulated by the laws of this

Sxo. 14. Said markets, and a space twenty feet wtth« 
0ttt.them and adjacent thereto on every tide, shall be 
kept dear, during market hours, of carts, wagons, cap* 
riaees, wheelbarrows and other vehicles, and of all ani- 
mals and other obstructions whatsoever, and also of all 
offals and offensive substances of every kind ; and all 
stalls and meat blocks and benches shall be within the 
said market houses and not elsewhere, and shall be kept 
clean ; Provided, hoicever, that this section shall not 
be so construed so as to prevent the ordinary travel of 
the highway.

of about one theusand dollars more this year than 
was expended for a like purpose last year; almost 
our entire systom of sewerage depends upon the 
permanency of the grand sewer, which is now re- 
quired to receive and convey twiee as much water 
as its capacity would authorise ; we believe, there- 
fore, that a sewer should be constructed from the 
grand sewer through Bandolph street to the Biver, 
of a diameter of five feet, which will eosft the smn 
of thirty-six hundred dolUrs, ($3,600,00.) 

The wooden portion of the Biopelle street sewer 
has failed, and it is considered absoluteW necessary 
that it should be rebuilt at an estimated expense of 
thirty-four hundred dollars, ($3,400.) 

A sewer on John B. street from Woodward la 
Adams Avenue, was petitioned for last year, and 
the oommittee then reported in fovor of iteeonstme- 
tion the present season, and we approve that ryrt 
Mid recommend an appropriation for that purpose 
of $2,200. 

Tho low grounds in tho vicinity of Middle and 
Clifford streets are ooverod, a large portion of the 
year, with stegnant water, and, in our opinionJ,% 
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Mwer ihosld \m eomlraotod fiwm Grand Kirer, 
t hrongh Middle and Clifford, to Oolnmbia street, 
which will odst the sum of $1,800. 

A sewer is also required in the Eighth ward, 
eommeneing at the west line of Jones farm and ex-

the sum of $1,200. 

The foregoing sewers will oost in the aggregate 
twelve thousand two hundred dollars, whioh is the 
largest sum that your oommittee deem it safe to 
leoommend for sewer purposes this year. 

Seyeral other sewers have been asked for, and we 
eonsider their construction will be very much need- 
ed another season; among these is a sewer in Ri- 
Tard street from Congress street to Catharine street; 
a sewer in Gratiot from Hastings to Brush stnet, 
and the extension of the Brush street from its pres- 
ent terminus to Columbia street. 

The sewer in Woodward Avenue it is believed 
may be dispensed with for another year, without 
detrimient to the inhabitants residing in the vicinity.

To the Honorable the Common ConnciK 

Gbntlbmen : The heavy rains of the past two days 
have demonstrated the actual neces&ity of increasing 
our facilities for sewerage in many parts of the City« 

The Holden Road and Bloody Run ditches have been 
of immense service to the city, during this rain, and 
have carried off water to their fnll capacitv; bat 
they are far too small, and too shallow to effect the 
purpose for which they were constructed ; they will 
answer a good purpose in ordinary seasons, bnt with 
riuch floods as we are subject to, they should be deeper 
and wider,, and I respectfully ask the council to take 
into consideration tne propriety of deepening the 
Bloodv Run ditch the present season at least one foot, 
and of widening the same at least five feet,— with a 
ditch of that capacity, and the streets crossing it work* 
ed so that the water would be drawn towards it for a 
distance of from 60 to 100 rods south of the ditch, we 
should be relieved of the great body of water which is 
brt^aking up our sewers almost every autumn and spring. 
The estimated expense of enlarging such ditch aa 
abov« proposed is $800 

A sewer in John R Street to cone ect with the Wood- 
ward avenue sewer, was reported on jfavorably by the 
Committee at your last meeting, but it was found that 
the latter sewer was taxed to its rail capacity yesterday, 
by the surface water of the district through which it 
runs I therefore, at the suggestion of a member of 
that committee which has been appointed by several 
citizens and memberb of the Couucil, lay before your 
Honorable body for consideration the following esti- 
mates of the CQst of a sewer terminating at the grand 
sewer, which will effectually drain said district. 

A sewer commencing at the grand sewer in Randolph 
at its junction with Fort street, a,pd extending up Ran- 
dolph street to Miami avenue, up said avenue to John 
R street, and up said street to ih« north side of Adams 
avenue, will be 180 rods long— said sewer three feet in ' 
diameter, in cost the sum of $4 600,- if constructvd four 
feet in diameter it will cost $6,400. 

It has also been suggested that instead of construct- 
ing the sewer in connection with fcixth street seweri 
from the west line of the Jones farm through Beech, 
Fifth and Jones streets, it would be a saving of ex- 
pense, and a greater relief to that ward, to continue 
the sewer up Sixth street, to the most practicable 
point for crossing to Fifth btreet, thence upFifch street 
to the north line of the Grand River Road. By thia 
course the water that now comes down Cravttord street, 
and the Grand River road to Elizabeth street, and rans 
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aeross the Oass, Jones and Torsyth farms, flooding ma- 
ny of th«lotp, woqM be turned directly into the Eighth 
Ward f>e«rer, where it now finds its way, after a devasta- 
ting, meandering joaruey of two or three miles along 
, oar streets and tlirough the dwellings of our citiz.:cs 

Thn length uf this sewer would be about 125 rods, and 
will cost $3,2 0. '

Gentlemen : I received a notice from the City 
Marshal dated April 18th instant, stating that the 
" Detroit and Pontiac Railroad Company would not 
hereafter be permitted to drain the water which runs 
down on their track, into Franklin or any other 
street" in the city. 

The Company are desirous to comply with all the 
reasonable requirements of the Common Council, 
and if co-operated with by the city authorities, will 
cheerfully abate any nuisance caused by their road. 
^ Nearly all tbe water now running down the track 
from Gratiot street, is drained into it from the sur-

From the Recorder and Attorney. The under- 
Big ned, to whom was referred the subject of the le- 
gal ri ght of the Common Council to appropriate 
one thousand dollars for the purpose of celebrating 
the fourth of July, beg leave to report : That all 
the powers of this Council are embodied in the va- 
ious facts of the legislature which form its charter. 
rit is perfectly well settled that a corporation, 
whether municipal or private, possesses no powers 
except such as are expressly granted, or such as are 
fairly and reasonably to he implied from tho ex- 
press grants of its charter. 

The Common Council have general charge of the 
finances of the city. Its revenues are collected and 
disbursed under its control. But it by no means 
fellows that these revenues can be disposed of at the 
unregulated pleasure of the Council. The Council 
hold all public funds as trustees of the people of 
the city, and they can make no disposition of them 
not authorized by the charter. 

We have examined the charter with some care, 
but are unable to find any authority whatever in 
this Council to mako the proposed appropriation of 
money. We see nothing which approaches to it. — 
The Common Council have power to do all neces- 
sary acts relative to the health of the city, the reg- 
ulation of its streets, markets, fences, taverns, 
grounds, drainage, watch, and so on, and generally 
to do all acts necessary for its good government ; 
and, of course, they may make all expenditures 
necessary or incident to the exercise of these pow- 
ers. But all these enumerated powers fall far 
8 hort of authority to grant money for public cele- 
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brations, for the exercise of civio hospitality, or for 
any purpose of mere public amusement. In tho 
judgment of the undersigned, the Common Council 
have as much power to voto money to maintain 
a theatre, or any public shows, or to provide musi- 
cal entertainments in the public streets, as they 
have to make the proposed grant of money. 

The answer to the whole proposition is this: Our 
ULanici pal corporatioos ar« not created for such ends. 
Patriotic celebrations or public amusements, however 
high and commeD<lable,are no part of the objects of their 
instituiioa. It is the excellence of our city and town 
organizations that thej are intended *o be limited to 
the plain and everj day wants of lo cal administration . 
They are thus simple in design and easy of administra- 
tion j and the; are productive of very great public 
blessings. They contribute largely to that free, equal 
and prosperous condition, which is alike our glory and 
our happiness If sufiered to using powers thev would 
soon become irresponsible and petty tjranies. Kvery 
consideration of interest, principle and i)atriotifim, 
therefore requires us to confine the exercise of our 
powers to their prescribed limits. 

Bat while the^e seems on principle no 'difficulty on 
this subject, yet we are glad to say that the views here 
submitted are fully sustained by the Supreme Court 
of New York. In 1838 the Common Council of Buffalo 
passed a resolution appointing a ^'committee of three 
Aldermen on the part of the corporation toco operate 
with our citizens generally for making proper arrange- 
ments for celebratinij in a suitable manner the coming 
anniversary of our national independtnce." This com • 
mittee, with a committee of citizens, contracted with a 
hotel keeper to furnish an entertainment on the 4th of 
July, fcr citizens and military guests from Rochester 
and Detroit. For a part of this debt the city of Buffa- 
lo was sued. The powers of the Council of Buffalo were 
at least as large, and, as we think, broader in terms, 
than are found in our City Charter. Tliey were "an- 
ihorized to manage the finances aui the corporate pro- 
perty." to raise taxes "for lighting the streets, sup- 
porting a night watch, making roads and bridges, and 
to dftfray the contingent and other expenses of the city,'* 
and to make such ordinances *'for thH good government 
and order of said ciiy, and the trade and commerce 
thereof, as may be necessary to carry into effect the 
powers given to said Council." The Supreme Court 
said, in giving judgment in the case, that ''the deter- 
mination of this cause depends upon the question wheth- 
er the Corporation of the City of Buffalo bad power to 
contract the debt claimed. Such power mnst be con- 
ferred by statute. It cannot be taken by implication- 
Corporations have no other powers than such as are 
expressly granted, or such as are necessary to carry in- 
to effect the powers expressly conferred." Power is 
conferred on the Common Council to do certain acts 
which require the expenditure of money, atd which are 
properly chargeable as contingent exp' nses upon the, 
fund so to be raised by taxation, but th«»rb is nothing 
which authorizes them to provide entertainments upou 
any occasion whatever." ^ ,. ., 

The City was therefore held not liable. 

We are therefore of the opinion that the Common 
Council have no power to vote money for the purposes 
proposed

The* Rtcoider and City Attorney to whom was refer- 
red the petition of Bishop Lefever, respectfully report: 
Tt e petition sets out that St. Philip's College was in- 
corporated in 1837 ; that it was organized and went into 
operation in a buildisg on Detriit Kiver, in Hamtramck, 
and was maintained there till the destruction ot the 
building by fire, when *Hhe library, apparatus and Pro- 
f<^B8ors of said College " were removed to the building 
known as the residence of Bishop Lefever. on Randolph 
.8tre%t. in this city ; that fiaid i ollega with Hs library 
and Professf.rs have since been maintained there, and 
students taught languages, philofeophy, arts and soi- 
ence therein by said Professors; that the ground in 
question is wholly appurtenant to the uses of the 
building, and is not ustd for any purpose of gain ; that 
it has hitherto been treated as exempt property, but for 
the preaent year has been assesf ed for city and school 
taxes. 

The petition prays action of this Council to secure 
the exemption of said premises from taxation. 

That the property has hitherto been treated as ex- 
empt is of no importance. The question is whether it 
is actually exempted by law. If it is, the present 
. assessment is illegal ; if not, it has already too long 
eaeaped bearing its proportion of the common burden. 
Two questions are pres<>nted by the petition : Ist. 
Whether the premises in question are exempt f^om tax- 
ation, and 2d. The power of the Common Council in 
the matter. It may not be neoessaay to consider the 
Mcond question. 

The law of 1853 declares as exempt from taxation. 
"The personal property of all library, benevolent, 
charitable, and scientific institutions incorporated with- 
in this btate ; and such real estate belonging to such 
institutions as shall actucUly be ocoupied by them for 
the purpobes for which they were incorporated." And 
such haA be«n our law siuoe thA year 1838 

The undersigned are certainly of opinion that this 
provision should be construed in the large and enligh^ 
«ned spirit in which it was enacted. And eepeeially 
when u relates to institutions of learning, designed to 
promote education, which is the only sure foundation 
of free and popular government, and which it is the 
aim of our admirable system of laws to diffuse through- 
out the masses, it should receive the most beneficial 
construction its terms will allow. 

Is the real estate in question ^ real estate belonging" 
to St. Philip's College, and actually occupied by it for 
the purposes of its incorporation 1 Can even a wide 
and liberal intarpretation brii g this real Astate within 
the inicvt of the provision of the statute 7 

The premises in question are universally known as 
the residence of Bishop Lefever and his subordinate 
ecelesiastles. They have long been so used. This is 
their principal use ; and it is apprehended that it is gen- 
erally supposed that this is their exclusive use. 

Nor does the petition present the fact otherwise. It is 
not pretended that St. Philip's College has any e»tate 
whatever in the premises ; but only that, driven from 
its original foundation, it has been received into the 
residence of Bishop Lefever, 

In the opinion of the undersigned, no property can 
be exempt from taxation as belonging to an incorpora- 
tion of learning unless the corporation has some estate 
in it— some fixed legal interest. Absolute ownership 
in fee may not be neoesaary ; but some legal estate is 
requisite, and the exemption must begin and end with 
such legal estate. 

The premises exempted mnst also be actually oeeu- 
jrfed by the institution of learning for its own uses. 
rSaoh use mui>t a] go b« the primary use of the premises 
—and not a mere subordinate and incidental nse. The 
law wlU not tolerate that its exemptions should be 
«bosed and made a cover to witndrsw mrivate property 
fxon tba equal burthens of taxation. It la anpre- 
*cbitd that it ia neither within the letter or apirlt of 



the law that n gentleman Ij eatablirhing an incorpo- 
rated academy or lycenm in his kitchen shonld tharo- 
by exempt his private residence from taxation. 

In the case in question it is believed to be ondenia- 
ble that the principal use of the premises in question 
is as a private refeioence. Thin use is of long fctanding, , 
and universally recoguized. Whatever use bt. Philip's 
Cnll«>g(> may enjoy is certainly secondary, and only to a 
limited extent, kuown to exist at all. It would be cer- 
tainly extraordinary it this incidental and even atcei' 
dental use shoula earn for the whole premises a privil- 
ege which its principal use should not entitle it to. 

Our statute is intended to be an exact counterpart of 
the Massachusetts statute, with the exception that the 
latter not only exempts ihe real estate belonging to in- 
corpoTaMons of learning and actually occupied by 
them, but aUo such of their real estate as is occupied oy 
their officers. 

In 1H35 Harvard College purchased a piece of land 
and added it to the College y ard, so called. In 1844 the 
College built a house on a part of the premisea, which 
wss fenced off and leaswl, at a fixed runt per year, to 
one of the College Professors. The property wae 
taxed ; but it being claimed that the property ivas ex- 
empt the quefltion was taken to the Supreme Cour^. It 
was there held that by leasing the land the College had 
ceased to have a present estate in the land and had only 
a reversion ; that therefore the College had no present 
estate or occur ancv to support its claim of exemption f 
thatit was not exempted as occupied by one of the offioera 
of the College, because the occupation contemplated 
in such case was when the OoUt-ge property was ocea- 
pied simply by permision of the College, without pay- 
ing rent, and without any le^ estate of the occupant 
therein. There the Professor was a tenant holding a 
legal estate, independent for its term of Oolite control. 
The tax was therefore sustained. Pierce vs. Jnhab. of 
Cambridge. 2 CushJfilZ 

In the Harvard College case the College actually 
owned, in fee, the premises claimed to be exempt. But 
the exemption was temporarily last because, by leasing, 
the College lost all personal legal estate therein. In 
the ease before this Council, St. Philip's College never 
had any legel estate in the premises, and any use it 
enjoys is secondary, at the pleasure of the proprie- 
tor, and not known to the law at all. If the Harvard 
College case is law, there is not the color of a claim 
in th« case before this Council. 

Aa also bearing somewhat on this question we relSar 
to the recent cases of Cincinnati College vs. The State, 
19 Ohio Rep.^ 110, and Chegary vs. Jenkins, 1 Seiden's 

Jtev 377- 

We are, therefore, of opinion that if the premises of 
Bishop Lefever have hitherto been exempted, such ex- 
emption was erroneous, and that the present asseas- 
ment is correct. We, therefore, report the petition 
back to the Council, recommending tiiat the petitioner 
have leave to withdraw the same, and ask to be dis- 
charged from the further consideration thereof.

teiGTioN 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, BeeordeTy 
and Aldermen, of the city of Detroit, in Common Coun- 
. eii convened, any person or persona who shall, within 
the limits of the city of Detroit, keep a disorderly or 
ill-governed house or place, or a house for the resort of 
I persons of evil name or fame, or of dishonest conversa* 
t tion, or who fehall proeuru or suffer to come together, at 
* such houMC or place, persons of evil name or fame, or 
who shall commit or su^r to be committed therein, 
any immoral, indecent, or improper condnot or beha- 
vior, or any tippling, revelling, rioting, or diaturbanee, 
every peraon or persons so ofEending, or who shall aid 
or assist in any manner. In offendine in the premiaes, 
shall, on conviction thereof before the Mayor's Court 
of said city, be punished by fine not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars and costs of prosecution, imprisonment in 
the common jail of the county of Wayne, or both, and 
may moreover, be held to enter into recognisance with 
sufficient surety in a auitable penal sum to keep the 
peace for a period not exceeding dne year. 

Sec 2. when any such house or buildtDg so occu- 
pied, or kept as aforesaid, shall be deemed by the Com- 
mon Council to be a nuisance, it shall be the duty ot 
the Common Council to abate such nuisance by any le- 
gal means that they may deem proper. 

Sec. 3. It shall not be lawful for any person or per* 
sons to demise, let, or hire, any house or other bnildingi 
or premises, within the limits of the City of Detroit, to 
any p«jr8on or persons for any of the jpurposes in the 
first section of this ordinance mentioned : or to ainr 
person or persons who are of evil name or fame, or oi 
dishonest conversation, or who or have, has the repu- 
tation of keeping a common, ill-governed, or diaorderly 
house or brothel ; neither shall it be lawfai for the 
owner or occupant of any such house, building, or other 
premises, to permit or suffer any such person or per- 
sons, to occupy any such house or premises, or othep> 
wise harbor such person or persons ; and if any person 
shall knowingly offend against any of the provisions of 
this section, ne or she shall be liable on conviction 
thereof before the Mayor'sfl|ourt, to be punished by 
fine not exceeding one hunured dollars and costs of 
prosecution, or imprisonment in the common jail of the 
county of Wayne, or both. 

Sec. 4. No person or persons shall, within the lim- 
its of the City of Detroit, commit, or suffer to be com- 
mitted, in any house or other building or premises by 
him, her or them occupied, any rioting, quarreling, 
fighting, revelling, drunkenness noise, or any other dis- 
orderly conduct, calculated te disturb the neighbor- 
hood, or any travelers or others. Any person violating 
the provisions of this section shall, upon conviction 
before the Mayor's Court, for eaoh offence, be liable to 
a fine of not exceeding five hundred dollars and costs of 
prosecution, and moreover may, at the discretion of said 
court, be imprisoned in the jail of the county of Wayne, 
for a period not exceeding three months and required to 
enter into recognisance with sufficient suretvin a suit- 
able penal sum to keep the peace, for a period not ex- 
ceeding one >ear.

The abore shows an increase in mortality of OTer 
lhirty*eight percent, and in ezp-ndltures for Hospital 
eare of orer eighty-dght per cent, and in disbunemeats 
by the Director of the Poor of abo«t forty>f^ur per cent 
I am aatidled that eaqpenses are not incurred for 
Hoapitat charges or disbursemen^a. except incaa« ab> 
folntdy demanding the relitf . 

Many of those who have recdved dd are Terr intem- 
perate, and when in health subdst by begging, rather 
than by useful labor, and dwell in horels dtuated in mn- 
healthy locations ; others purchase unsaleable TCgeta- 
hies and reftise from the market for food, because they 
^•B obtain iiiob at Iwpdoei, and aro thoji anaUed to 



dcTote larger sums to the purchase of intoxioating Uq* 

uids. The most troublesome class of our paupers (tha 
▼agrant portion) would leareusat onoeiiwehadliitqr 
means of compelling them to work \ bnt no punishment 
that we can at present iofRet has any terror for them. 
If they are gailty of bceaohes of the public{peaoe, and 
conticted in the Mayor's Oonrt and sentenced to con- 
finement, Ihey are Tery contented and happy, as they are 
there provided with better Uring, dothln|t and rooma 
than they are in the habit of enjojing, and do not hero 
to labor, Kotwithstandiog the utter unworthlnesa oi 
these people, if they are tick, the laws compel us to pto* 
Tide for tndr care and subdstence, and honest labor ia 
taxed for the expense. There are many poor penooi 
no t belonging to the abore mentioned cuum. who aeen 
to lack the requidte intelligence to enable tnem to pro- 
Tide for themselTcs. This weakness arises fromiiup 
proper indulgences in former years,either by themselTsa 
or tndr parents ; and although they labor and are guil- 
ty of no crimes, thcT are so improyident that they 
make no preparation lor the increased expense of maln^ 
taining existence in the winter, and would ccmseqnently 
be much better nroyided for at the Poor House than 
th^ can be in tnedty. But the Poor House willlneit 
hold them— they are now providing for dghty paupecSt 
aod cannot proTide for more than about one hundred in 
existing buildings. This leads me to antidpate a larger 
expendituze thui usual tiie ensuing winter, for whldi 
no means are proTided. The Contii^nt Fund and^lita 
antidpated receipts are already orer appropriated.

In obedtenoe to tho resolntion of tho Common 
Council reqaeating the Eeoorder and directing the 
Attorney to leport npon the Constitationalty of the 
liiquor Law, the City Attorney begs leave respect- 
f nlly to report. 

That the people of Michigan in adopting the oon- 
stitntion of the State ; delegated all the legislative 
power to and Tested it in the Senate and House of 
Mpresentatives (reserving to themselves the right 
of oeterminiDg upon a general Banking Law alone.) 
The people having parted voluntarily with this pow- 
er eannot resume it, except by a change in the 
Constitution or a revolution. 

The Legislature cannot divert itself of this pow- 
er and its aooompanying responsibility, nor dele- 
gate it to the whole or any portion of the people, 
n>r the authority of the legislature is limited and 
eannot transcend the powers given it, in the constitu- 
tion which created it, and whenever it attempts to 
do so, its acts being without authority are void, 
and not only are such acts void as directly violat- 
ing some express provision of the fundn mental law, 
but also all acts which indirectly conflict with the 
spirit of the constitution and tend to its overthrow. 

The act of February last " prohibiting the man- 
ofacture of intoxicatiug beverages or the traffic 
thereiu," was an attempt to evade the provisions of 
the constitution ; an attempt to shift the resi^ibili- 
ty of legislation from the shoulders of their repre- 
sentatives to the broader shoulders of the people. 

The attempt was a violation of the constitution, 
and the act a nullity, as it eame from the hands of 
the legislature it was not a complete law and there 
is no other legislative power in the State to com- 
plete it. The Senate and House of Representatives 
fashioned the body of the creature, but. neglected 
to endow it with life, and they were the only per- 
sons capable of vivifying its inanimate form, and 
this they left to others. 

That the Legislature required the'people to exer- 
cise legislative powers, and that the act, if ever it 
took effect at all, either in 1853 or 1870, would have 
owed its vitality entirely to the direct vote of the 
people in June last, is clearly seen by a close exam- 
ination of section 20. It is argued by those who 
advocate the oonstitutionality of the act, that it did 
not depend entirely on the vote of the people, that 
if they had voted against the law, it would at all 
events have gone into operation in 1870. To show 
the fallacy <u this argument it is necessary but to 
quote a portion of said section. 30, "If it shall ap- 
pear that a majority of the vote cast have thereon 
* Adoption of the law prohibiting the manufacture 
of intoxicating beverages, and the traffic therein, 
Yes,' this act shall become a law of this State from 
and after the first day December, 1853, but if a 
majority of the vote cast upon the question have 
thereon * Adoption of the law prohibiting the man- 
ufaeture of intoxicating beverage and the traffic 
therein. No,* then this act shall take effect and be- 
come a law of the State from and after the first day 
of March 1870.'' So that if a majority of the peo- 
ple had voted No they would have voted in favor of 
the law's taking effect in 1870. But suppose the 
people had all refused to vote, or what is very pos- 
sible, that the number of those \roting No had ex- 
actly equalled the number of those voting Yes, a 
tie rote, when ooold tho law have gone into opera- 



tion 1 There is but one answer — never — for botb 
conditions are dependent upon the vote of the peo- 
ple, so that if the law is constitutional in every 
other particular (which is doubted) it owes whatev- 
er present vitality it possesses to the direct action 
of the people. 

Believing, then, that the act in question was in- 
complete, being deficient in its most essential par- 
ticulars, when it left the hands of the legislature, 
and that the submission of said act to the people 
was an unauthorised attempt to delegate legislative 
power, I am constrained to believe that act uncon- 
stitutional and void. 

The Supreme Court of several States have re- 
cently held, the submission of a law by the legis- 
lature to the people for their sanction, to be an un- 
constitutional act, viz, New Tork in the case aris- 
ing on the school law ; Pennsylvania in the ease of 
Parker V9. the Commonwealth ; in Delaware in the 
case of Rice vs. Foster.

The undersigned, a Special Committee to whom 
was referred the petition of H. Ledyard and up- 
ward of two hundred Other persons, praying tha* 
the salary of the City Auditor may be increased to 
tbe SUA of two thousand dollars per year, beg leare 
to report- 
That they have had the same under very oareftil 
eonsideration and find that, with rorf few excep- 
tions, the said petition is signed by all the largest 
laxpayersof the city. The petitioners are those 
upon whom any increase of taxation mnst fall most 
beavily \ they are also those who most vigilantly 
watch the finances of the city, and most steadily 
oppose any increase of its burthen. It would, 
therefore, seem to fbllow that, in their judgment, 
the proposed measure eommends itself in an eco- 
nomical point of view. 

The office <^ the City Auditor is probably the 
most important post under our city government. — 
It requires, for the discharge of its duties, very pe- 
culiar qualities. The present incumbent seems to 
have acquired the confldenee of the tax payers in a 
very eminent degree. And the proposed Increase 
of salary seems to be designed to secure permanent- 
ly those services, wbieh have already proved so 
yalnable, and the results of which, in the improved 
finanoes of the city, are so well set forth in the pe- 
tition: 

The present incnmbenjb of the office, we find, has 
not only oheerftilly and faithfully pierformed the 
proper duties of his office, but has always aealonsly 
devoted his whole service to the city, In whatever 
way called on. And if we examine these services, 
whether we regard their nature or amount, we feel 
•oniidsnt that the proposed sum is not too high a 
•ompenaation to be paid for them. Saeh ability, 
wnl and fidelity as Mr. Hall has brought ta the 
pttU&s serviee, will leadlly omnniand even a high«r 
eempensation at the hands of private enterprises. 

The vseeat rise in the prises of IMng has been 
s«dl •• wni «iftk« th« ptopO0ed lalaiy only about 



equal to the value of Mr. Hall's present salaryi 
when he first accepted the office of Auditor. 

Your committee, therefore, fully concur in the 
views of the petitioners respecting the value of Mr. 
Hairs services, and in the propriety, under tiM' 
special circumstances of the case, in raising bis sal- 
ary to the sum of two thousand dollars per annum. 

We make this recommendation under the fall 
and distinct uodertanding that tbe city will be en- 
titled to receive Mr. Hall's services for the full term 
of his office at the proposed salary, unless, indeed, 
ill health, or some like unavoidable calamity shall 
intervene. And we are authorised to say to the 
Council that they may act with this view. Indeed, 
Mr. Hall has already declined several advanta- 
geous offers, under the sentiment that he was in some 
manner boundto the city, and that it had the first 
claims to his serviees. At the same time, however, 
assurances were given by several of our most prom- 
inent citizens that the city authorities would, as they 
believed, raise his salary to the sum now proposed. 

Under this understanding, that the proposed sal- 
ary will be regarded as the fixed compensation for 
the whole of the present term for which the city 
Auditor is elected, the committee recommend to thd 
Common Council the passage of the following res^ 
olution :

by^the'^Society for the purposes for which it was 
incorporated, such afl the library and lecture hoU) 



and then tax the remainder, but the Court also 
held that the description of the property in the 
assessment roll was insufficient, and that, therefore, 
the tax levied the current year was invalid. The 
city, however, will lose nothing by this, since the 
tax can be reassessed this spring. 

The effect of the decision is to remove doubts 
which heretofore existed respecting the taxability 
of cert i.in other valuable real estate in ou» city 
which has escaped paying its portion of the public 
burden, and will add several thousand dollars of 
property to the large amount already on our tax 
rolls.

Upon you, gentlemen of the Common Council, 
selected as my associates in the city government, I 
shall (as I know I can) rely with implicit confidence 
to aid me to the whole extent of your abilities in 
the furtherance of every measure designed to pro- 
mote the public good. 

We have a most responsible and important trust 
committed to our keeping — a trust, gentlemen, that 
we should all strive honorably and faithfully to 
discharge. Those who have placed us here will ex- 
act from us the strictest official integrity and the 
most wntal watofafalness of their intertfto. This 
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they bare a right to demand, and this the obliga- 
tion we now have assumed and our own honor re- 
qaire of us. It cannot be doubted that our aots as 
members of this board will have an immediate and 
lasting influence upon the interests of our fellow 
citiseos, and the fliture welfare of our city. 

It is for us, gentlemen, to decide whether that 
influence shall be for evil or for good. I have no 
fears, my fello«v associates, but whnt we Bball al- 
iraye be found acting in harmony for the general 
ifood of the citizens of Detroit, or that any p <rty or 
sectional feeling will spring up, to swerve us from 
our duty to our constituents, or from acting hone^^t- 
hf and justly upon every subject that may couie be- 
fore us. 

It will be my constant aim to exclude fromoi 
deliberations that fearful cause of strife, (mere par- 
ty action.) and I feel confident that you will cor- 
dially unite with me in avoiding all difficulty from 
that source. 

The interests of our oitisens never fail to suffer 
when partisan sympathies are allowed to govern, or 
in any way exert a controlling influence over our 
aetions. Let us, therefore, one and all resolve, that 
•very consideration except the general good of those 
whose agents we are, be avoided. 

Ab for myself, gentlemen, I shall make bat few 
promises. I can only say to my fellow citisens here 
aaaembled, and assure the citisens of Detroit, that 
as they have seen fit to confer upon me the distin- 
guished honor of Mayor of this city, and presiding 
officer of this board, I will endeavor to dd my duty 
to the best of my ability, and above all with fideli- 
ty and seal, and with a grateful remembrance of 
those who hiave so kindly confided to me this im- 
portant trust. 

That I shall receive your united aid in my efforts 
for the public welfare, and especially that I shall 
be sastained in my efforts to preserve good order 
and deoorum, I h«ve the best assurance. To those 
of you who have been members of this body for the 
past year I shall look for advice as well as assist- 
ance, for, upon your experience and the co-opera- 
tion of all of you, I must mainly rely for the suo- 
eeesful and satisfactory perftirmanoe of my duty as 
year presiding officer ; and upon our co-operation 
with each other, and ourdisreg ird of every person- 
al and selfish consideration, will depend the success 
with which we shall discharge oar obligations to 
onr ootistituents, and the degree of approval we 
dial! receive from them when we retire from office. 

Permit me again, therefore, to remind you of the 
great importance and responsibility of the duties 
we have this day entered upon. Let us all pledge 
ourselves to use all honesty, fidelity, Hud zeal in the 
discbarge of our several duties, and to lay aside all 
party and personal views. 

If we do this, we shall establish for the city an 
eeonomioal government, diminish the burthen of 
the tax-payers, correct public abuses, and avoid all 
just cause of complaint. We can then retire from 
our offices with the approval of onr own conscien- 
eei, and be sure to reoeive the approbation of our 
fellow citizens. 

The rules of the last Council were adopted for the 
ensuing year.

Gentlemen : In obedience to a resolution passed 
by your Hun. body, instructing the City Surveyor 
to make a survey and estimate of a sewer four feet 
in diameter in the clear, and donnectiog with the 
first and fifth Wards sewer at the junction of Sec- 
ond street and Micbifran Avenue, thence along Sec- 
ond street to the northern line of Grand River road, 
I herewith report a survey, profile and estimate of 
the same. The ex| enee of constructing said sewer 
would be $3,000 In my opinion it would not be 
expedient to construct said sewer, as the greater 
portion of it would be entirely too shallow for cellar 
drainage, for which it is most needed; and I would 
further remark that a portion of it, the top ranges 
from li^ to 3 feet below the surface of the earth, 
therefore rendering it subject to be injured by the 
frost. In consequence of the inconveniences attend- 
ing the same, and feeling the necessity of haviog a 
sewer to carry off the water from the above men- 
tioned part of the city, I have made a survey of a 
sewer commencing attbe South curb of Woodbridge 
street, in a line with the centre of Fourth streeti 
thence along Fourth street to Porter street, thence 
along Porter street to Second street, and thence 
along Second street to the Northern curb of the 
Grand River road, which sewer would answer for 
surface as well as cellar drainage. The expense of 
coustruoting said sewer would be 99.000. I would 
tbereforj rec«)mmend that the latter Daentioned 
sewer be constructed in preference to the former.

The surface of said paving, when completed, to cor* 
respond with the grade established or to be esiablished 
f r said streets or alleys 

The sand or gravel used in siid work to be of the best 
quality of bans aaod or gravel, not mixed with clay or 
toam; to be of such depth below the stones, as will mate 
the stone and s-^nd. when the paving is completed, at 
least eighteen inches deep. 

The atones used in s-iid work shall be hard, firm boul-- 
ders of cobble Ptone } not leas than four inches in dvpth, 
aid not more than tt-n inches in diameter in any direc- 
tion Stones of a similar sise shall b«9 placed together' 
and closely paved in and upon sand or gravel, resting 
on th(»ir »-mall ends, and not on their Rioit>8 or edges. 

The Common Council reserve the right to authorise 
the paving to be done with quarry stone* of a quality 
not inferior to those us*'d by the Messrs French on 
Jefferson avenue, in 1862; said quarry stone to be- 
hewn, or broken, or squared, in such a manner as to be 
ftom two to five inches in thickness, from four to 
twelve iPchHS in width, and from s -iven to eight inches 
in depth ; to be laid in courses of corresponding thick- 
ness as nearly as may be, breaking joints, and in and' 
upon sand and gravel, of a depth and in the manner, as 
near as may be, specified ^or robble stone. 

When the pavement is oompleti-d. it shall be exam- 
ined and approved by such comtaittee or officer as the 
Common i ouncil may authorist^ for that purpose, after 
which (ant not before) it shall oe covered i*ith sand to 
the deptii of two inches before it is acctspted. 

All curb stones set along the sdts of the streets, 
shxllbe not less than thir^v inches long where atones 
of that lenffth can be nned ; n it leas than eitrhieen 
inches ^n depth, and not less than three inches in 
thicantss ; and the same shall be hammered and drcsaed 
similar to those now aid on the cwved portions of Jt-f- 
ferson and Woodward avenues ; said curb ston«'Sto be 
laid down and set in upon !>and, in a proper manneri 
wherever required. 

Cross walks shall be laid wherever the proper officer 
shall direct, and the flags or stones used shall be not less- 
than eighteen inches in width, from two to four feet in 
length, and from five to six incnes in depth. 

Payment for the sirave work will be made as soon as- 
the assessments levied or to be lened by the Common 
Oonncil for that purpose are collected, after tht com* 
pletion of the work, aud not before ; separate ass^-ss- 
ments being made for each block of from three hundred 
(a flve hundred feet in length ; twenty per cdnt- upon 
all work aocoptcd will be withhtsld until the final com- 
pletion of contract.
